Decision day 
coming for 
Chisholm 

O Dartmouth-Cole Harbour MP to announce 
whether he’s going for NDP leadership job

Robert Chisholm is expected to 
toss his hat in the federal NDP 
leadership ring this weekend. 

The rookie MP will make “a 
very special announcement” at 
Alderney Landing on Sunday at 11 
a.m. 

It’s the same place he was offi¬ 
cially confirmed as a candidate for 
Dartmouth-Cole Harbour almost 
10 months ago to the day — an 
event that drew a visit from the 
late Jack Layton, the man 
Chisholm now hopes to replace. 

The former leader of the 
provincial NDP went on to defeat 
Liberal incumbent Mike Savage 
by a narrow margin. 

Chisholm was holding his cards 
close to his chest on Thursday, say¬ 
ing the beauty of holding an 
announcement is that you don’t 


have to disclose what it’s about 
until the announcement. 

“(The leadership) been a ques¬ 
tion that I’ve pondered. And I fig¬ 
ured it was time to say where I’ve 
come down on it,” he said Thurs¬ 
day. 

He’d be fac¬ 
ing some heavy¬ 
weight oppo¬ 
nents. Former 
NDP President 
Brian Topp, the 
NDP’s Quebec 
lieutenant 
Thomas Mul- 
cair, fellow 
rookie MP 
Romeo Saganash, B.C. MP Nathan 
Cullen, and Ottawa MP Paul 
Dewar have all entered the race. 

Nova Scotia businessman Mar¬ 
tin Singh is also in the mix, and 
the NDP’s finance critic, Peggy 
Nash, is expected to announce her 
intentions on Friday.

A wiretap set up the veiy 
day of the IWK shooting 
was instrumental in con¬ 
victing Matthew Murphy. 

After a year-long 
investigation, police offi¬ 
cers asked a judge to sign 
an order for a wiretap on 
cellphones on Nov. 18, 
2008. 

A few calls later, 
police had recorded the 
entire plan to shoot 
Jason Hallett, a known 
associate of the Melvin 
crime family. 

Crown attorney 
Denise Smith said there 
was no doubt the wire as 
well as the IWK’s video¬ 
surveillance tapes were 
instrumental in this case. 

“Had Mr. Murphy 
voice not been recorded 
in those communicat¬ 
ions, had he not taken 
the phone and relayed 
instructions on how to 
find Jason Hallett to the 
person who in fact shot 
Jason Hallett, he would 
never have been convict¬ 
ed,” she told reporters. 

Murphy was also con¬ 
victed in Januaiy of traf-

Walking into the court¬ 
room, Matthew Murphy, 
the last of four men con¬ 
victed in relation to the 
2008 IWK shooting, had 
just one thing to say to re¬ 
porters. 

“Hopefully, when I get 
out, I’ll be a better per¬ 
son.” 


Murphy, 26, received 
five years for each charge 
of conspiracy to commit 
murder and attempted 
murder. He will serve 
them concurrently. 

Without a lawyer, Mur¬ 
phy pleaded for mercy 
from the court. He was 
convicted in June for his 
role in the shooting of Ja¬ 
son Hallett. 

He said he didn’t know 
what was going to happen 
on Nov. 18, 2008 when he 
got into Jeremy Leblanc’s 
Mustang. 

Leblanc got a call that a 
gang rival Jason Hallett 
was visiting the maternity 
ward at the IWK Health 
Centre, and from there, 
Leblanc orchestrated the 
shooting. 

Aaron Marriott fired 
and injured Hallett in his 
car outside the children’s 
hospital. 

“I truly was at the 
wrong place at the wrong 
time with the wrong peo¬ 
ple,” Murphy told Justice 
Kevin Coady Thursday 


morning. 

He said he didn’t de¬ 
serve the six to eight 
years the Crown attorney 
was asking for. 

“I know it’s a horrible 
offence and where it was 
located ... but I didn’t 
know what was going 
down,” he told the court. 

He was overcome with 
tears several times, espe¬ 
cially when his mother, 
Pat Hamer, addressed the 
court. He clutched the 
table for support as she 
spoke.

Tall ships will 
be back in port

Next summer, dozens of 
masts and sails will appear 
on the horizon of the Hali¬ 
fax harbour, led by a famil¬ 
iar tugboat. 

The Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corp. announced the 
details of Tall Ships Nova 
Scotia 2012 at a press con¬ 
ference on Thursday. 

From July 19 to 23, the 
tall ships — exact numbers 
and names are to be an¬ 
nounced — will stop in Hali¬ 
fax, then carry on to eight 
other ports in the province. 

Theodore Too will sail 
with the ships up the East¬ 
ern Seaboard and lead them 
into the Halifax Harbour. 
The bulk of the ships are 

Last cruise 
ship docks 

Over 200,000 people 
cruised into Halifax this 
year. 

Thursday marked the 
last cruise ship to dock in 
Halifax harbour for 2011, 
with the season-ending 
totals seeing 122 vessels 
arrive with more than

“It begins down in Savan¬ 
nah, Georgia, and the last 
finish line is here in Nova 
Scotia,” said Colin MacLean, 
president and CEO of Wa¬ 
terfront Development Corp. 

Several other navy ships 
from Europe, North Ameri¬ 
ca and South America will 
be invited to the event. 

Parks Canada is con¬ 
tributing historical anima¬ 
tors to commemorate the 
bicentennial anniversaiy of 
the War of 1812. Similar 
programming will be fea¬ 
tured in several other ports 
around the province. 

“It will be re-creations of 
activities you might have 
seen in 1812,” MacLean 
said.

New road-paving crew 
tarred by own brush 


Transportation Minister 
Bill Estabroolcs confirmed 
the province’s newly creat¬ 
ed road-paving outfit has 
failed to meet its targets 
for the year. 

But the minister behind 
Nova Scotia’s five-year road 
plan said the introduction 
of a provincially owned op¬ 
tion in the paving business 
has driven down prices 
from private companies. 

“We don’t have it all 
completed, that’s for sure, 
particularly when you’re 
talking chip sealing,” Es- 
tabroolcs told reporters 
Thursday. 

“(But) is it a coincidence 
we’re getting cheaper 
prices (on contract bids), 
because we literally stuck 
our toe in to test the wa¬ 
ters and see how we’re ten¬ 
dering business? It’s no 
coincidence.” 

Estabroolcs was respond¬ 
ing to criticism from the 
Nova Scotia Road Builders 
Association, which tailed

At the time, the govern¬ 
ment expected to save 
$5 million a year through 
doing some work in-house. 
Estabroolcs estimated 
Thursday the government 
has saved $1 million 
to date, and that the 
$ 6-million initiative would 
pay for itself over the 
next two years.

The province is spending 
an extra $1 million to cov¬ 
er cost overruns associat¬ 
ed with the refit of the 
schooner Bluenose II. 

Communities, Culture 
and Heritage Minister 
Dave Wilson said Thurs¬ 
day the money from his 
department will be used 
to bring the vessel up to 
safety specifications.

Forty per cent selected 
controlling taxes and man¬ 
aging our finances as No. 1, 
with 29 per cent feeling im¬ 
provement to our trans¬ 
portation system and 
public transport should top 
on the list. Another 14 per 
cent wanted upgrades to 
our streets, sidewalks and 
other infrastructure.

Apology from university 



O President says residential school 
support was ‘a grave mistake* 


The president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Manitoba struggled 
to maintain his composure 
Thursday as he delivered a 
public apology for the uni¬ 
versity’s role in perpetuat¬ 
ing the damage caused by 
Canada’s native residential 
schools. 

David Barnard appeared 
before the federal Truth 
and Reconciliation Com¬ 
mission, which is holding 
its third round of national 
hearings in Halifax. 

Barnard, his voice often 
breaking with emotion, 
said the university had 
failed to challenge the fed¬ 
eral government’s policy of 
forced assimilation that 
was the central mandate of 
residential schools for more 
than 100 years. 

“That was a grave mis¬ 
take,” he said, pausing and 
taking a deep breath. “It is 
our responsibility. We are 


soriy.” 

He said the physical, sex¬ 
ual and emotional abuses 
that occurred at the schools 
were among the most de¬ 
plorable acts committed at 
any time in Canada’s histo¬ 
ry- 

As well, he said the uni¬ 
versity played a role in sup¬ 
porting the system by 
educating clergy, teachers, 
civil servants and politi¬ 
cians who carried out poli¬ 
cies that destroyed the 
language, culture and tradi¬ 
tions of thousands of Metis, 
Inuit and members of First 
Nations. 

Phil Fontaine, former 
grand chief of the Assembly 
of First Nations, witnessed 
the apology. A graduate of 
the university and a resi¬ 
dential school survivor, 
Fontaine said the apology 
represented an important

Jari Lompolo, a Finnish 20- 
year-old, has plenty of 
friends. But he rarely talks 
to them. Instead he types. 

“I send about 50 text 
messages per day, and send 
Faceboolc messages,” he ex¬ 
plains. “I only call them if 
there’s something urgent.” 

You can probably relate. 
You have friends you text, 
ones you email, some you 
call. “New media platforms 
are providing greater free¬ 
dom for decisions about 
who to converse with, 
what those conversations 
are about, where and when 
conversations can happen, 
and how to have them,” 


notes Gabriel Harp, re¬ 
search manager for Tech¬ 
nology Horizons at the 
Institute for the Future. 

But the migration to the 
keyboard poses a danger, 
warns Sherry Turkle, a pro¬ 
fessor of social sciences at 
the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology: “Teenagers 
want the control that 
comes with texting or be¬ 
ing able to ‘compose’ an in¬ 
stant message. This means 
that they are learning how 
to ‘perform’ — in a profile, 
as an avatar — but not 
(how to) respond to the 
give-and-take of conversa¬ 
tion.” 

The disconnect bleeds 
into many fields. Toronto 
acting coach Erynn Brook 
notes: “It’s extremely diffi¬ 
cult to get younger actors 


to connect with their scene 
partners. Their ability to 
read subtle cues in body 
language and tone of voice, 
and to adapt to the person 
they’re speaking with in a 


scene, has taken a dive in 
the past eight years.” 

She makes them have a 
real-life conversation once 
a day. 

That’s exactly what the

are not enough, they’ve 
created real-life forums, 
called general assemblies, 
to discuss ideas.

O Thailand PM calls for residents to leave affected areas 
O Close to 400 people have died so far from flooding 


Clambering aboard bam¬ 
boo rafts and army trucks, 
residents fled waterlogged 
homes on the outskirts of 
Thailand’s capital on Thurs¬ 
day as floods that have en¬ 
gulfed a third of the 
country inched closer to 
downtown areas and for¬ 
eign governments urged 
their citizens to avoid non- 
essential travel to the 
threatened city. 


Most of Bangkok re¬ 
mained diy and most of its 
more than nine million res¬ 
idents were staying put to 
protect their homes. Still, 
uncertainty over the capi¬ 
tal’s fate and the start of a 
government-declared five- 
day holiday fuelled an exo¬ 
dus of people fearing the 
worst who clogged high¬ 
ways and air terminals to 
get out of town. 


Tears welling in her eyes, 
Prime Minister Yingluck 
Shinawatra acknowledged 
her government could not 
control the coming deluge. 

“What we’re doing today 
is resisting the force of na¬ 
ture,” Yingluck told re¬ 
porters. She said the water 
bearing down on Bangkok 
was so massive that “we 
cannot resist all of it.”

The federal government 
may need two more years 
to balance its budget than 
it originally predicted, 
says a new analysis that 
takes into account weak¬ 
ening economic condi¬ 
tions.

Richard: Mark, this is a 
sprawling story with many 
twists and turns. The 
downside is the film’s 
sketchy casting. In flash¬ 
backs the queen and Ed¬ 
ward appear to be the 
same age, but later after a 
major twist, are revealed 
to be 16 years apart.

Pageantry geeks will swoon 
for the production design, 
theatre buffs will groove to 
the re-creations of the Eliz¬ 
abethan stage, and middle 
age women will get hot 
flashes at all the bodice rip¬ 
ping. But why was the stoiy 
so hard to follow? 

RC: It’s hard to follow be¬ 
cause it assumes we know 
the political history and 
can juggle an abundance 
of powdered wigs with roy¬ 
al titles, many of whom 
kind of look alike. Having 
said that though, I think 
Ifans is terrific here. A lit¬ 
tle of him usually goes a 
long way but he’s doing 


some interesting work 
here. 

MB: Is it racist to say that 
all British fops in the same 
facial hair look alike? I 
hope not ... You’re right 
about Ifans — he’s the soul 
of a very messy movie and 
anchors it with his sad 
eyes. Lots of good acting, 
(David Thewlis, Joely 
Richardson, and Sebastian 
Armesto as Ben Johnson) 
and lots of good overact¬ 
ing, too, from the rest of 
the cast. One of the things 
that will jolt most viewers 
is the way Shakespeare 
himself is portrayed — as a 
murderous, scheming, il¬ 
literate; so antithetical to 
our reverence for the man 
that I found it quite un¬ 


nerving. 

RC: I don’t think Anony¬ 
mous has much to do with 
historical fact — there is no 
real life evidence that the 
Earl of Oxford penned the 
plays — it’s just a palette 
for a twisted tale about 
how politics and art inter¬ 
sect, and the written 
word’s ability to instigate 
change. 

MB: I know that’s what the 
movie aims for, but it does¬ 
n’t quite pull it off. There 
are two stories here: one is 
a literary biopic, the other 
a political thriller, and 
they don’t exactly mesh. 
But I think it’s a movie 
that would become clearer 
after a second viewing.

It’s hard to believe that 
two of the most promi¬ 
nent figures in modern 
comedy, Eddie Murphy, 50, 
and Ben Stiller, 45, hadn’t 
crossed paths before their 
most recent release, Tower 
Heist. 

But not surprisingly, the 
two were anxious to work 
together for this movie, 
which was largely impro¬ 
vised. “The comedy comes 
out of the characters so for 
me, I wasn’t looking to see 
how funny I could be,” 
Stiller says. 

“And then of course 
when you have Eddie Mur¬ 
phy in the movie, it takes a 
lot of the pressure off. I 
was really happy he was in 
the film. I never look to be 
funnier because that just 
doesn’t work. Does that 
make sense?” 

Stiller pauses in front of 
a packed room of journal¬ 
ists mocking himself with 
an imaginary headline. 
“Stiller: Not Looking to be 
Funnier. Maybe he 
should,” he says. 

Murphy had the original 
idea for Tower Heist years 
ago, though it’s since been 


given a veiy timely twist. 

It centres around a 
Bernie Madoff-lilce busi¬ 
nessman (played by Alan 
Alda) who swindles his em¬ 
ployees out of their pen¬ 
sions. Angered by the 
fraud, some rogue vigi¬ 
lantes out of the group de¬ 
vise a plan to steal the 
money back. Given that 
the ‘Occupy’ movement 
persists in the U.S. and 
elsewhere, Stiller noted 
the connection between 
the film and the headlines. 

“I think there’s a lot of 
frustration out there that’s 
valid and that’s probably 
what the Occupy Wall 
Street is an expression of,” 
he says. 

“There’s a lot of frustra¬ 
tion in terms of where 
we’re at in this economic 
situation and so I under¬ 
stand where it’s coming 
from.” 

But don’t get them 
wrong. Tower Heist is no 
grim exploration of dire 
economic times. With the 
ensemble cast that in¬ 
cludes Casey Affleck, 
Matthew Broderick, 

Michael Pena and 
Gabourey Sidibe, there 
were many spontaneously 
hilarious moments in the 
film.

The Transformed Man 
languished for years and 
nothing else was forth¬ 
coming from Captain Kirk. 
Until, that is, a young mu¬ 
sician named Ben Folds 
found a copy and became 


transfixed with it. That 
led to some collaborations 
on Folds’ 1998 album, Fear 
of Pop. Then in 2004, 
Folds produced Has Been, 
a Shatner album that fea¬ 
tured eveiyone from 
Aimee Man to Henry 
Rollins to British writer 
Nick Hornby. His cover of 
Pulp’s Common People be¬ 
came something of an alt- 
radio hit. 

Things snowballed. A 
ballet — William Shat¬ 
ner’s Gonzo Ballet — was 
staged by a company in 
Milwaukee to great ac¬ 
claim. Which brings us to 
Seeking Major Tom. 

“We came up with this 
concept of exploring what 
happened to Bowie’s Ma¬ 
jor Tom character after he 
left the capsule. That stoiy 
is told through a series of 
20 science fiction-theme 
songs featuring some of 
the biggest names in mu¬ 
sic.” 

The album features Pe¬ 
ter Frampton, Dave Davies 
(The Kinks), Mike Inez (Al¬ 


ice in Chains), Nick Valensi 
(The Strokes), Sheryl Crow, 
Zaklc Wylde, Alan Parsons 
and Brad Paisley. There’s a 
video for Bohemian Rhap¬ 
sody. I especially like his 
take on Sabbath’s Iron 
Man.

Jonah Hill gets animated 

O Hollywood funnyman premieres new cartoon series he produces called Allen 
Gregory O Show airs Sunday night, alongside Fanily Guy, The Simpson 


Film star Jonah Hill says he 
was keen to create an ani¬ 
mated TV series because it 
allowed him to tackle roles 
he wouldn’t otherwise get. 
Specifically, a pompous sev¬ 
en-year-old tiying to make 
it through first grade. 

“I couldn’t play that in 
real life,” Hill noted diyly in 
a recent conference call 
with reporters to promote 
his new series, Allen Grego¬ 
ry. 

The Superbad star creat¬ 
ed, writes, produces and 
provides the lead voice in 
the new Fox series about a 
privileged home-schooled 
kid who’s eveiy bit as pre¬ 
tentious as his full name - 
Allen Gregory De Longpre. 

The bespectacled Allen 
Gregory may be young, but 
he seems to have accom¬ 
plished much: he claims to 
have composed operas, lob¬ 
bied congress, written nov¬ 
els and dated actress Chloe 
Sevigny. 

But his greatest chal¬ 
lenge could be one most 
kids take in stride - when 
his wealthy parents fall on 
hard times, they return to 
the work force and send 
Allen Gregory to elemen¬ 
tary school. Things do not 
go smoothly. 

“Anyone catch Charlie 
Rose the evening before 
last?” the pint-sized snob 
asks classmates while pour¬ 
ing himself a glass of wine 
at the lunch table. 

It’s basically your classic 
fish-out-of-water tale, says 
Hill, noting the tough-tallc- 
ing Allen Gregory reveals 
himself to be an awkward 


outsider who just wants to 
fit in. 

“He has all this false 
bravado and condescension 
and arrogance and every¬ 
thing, but it’s all covering 
up the fact that he’s just in¬ 
secure and wants to be ac¬ 
cepted by these people,” 
says Hill, who created the 
show with writing partners 
farrad Paul and Andrew Mo- 
gel. 

Hill gained notoriety as a 
potty-mouthed sidekick in 
2007’s Superbad, was part 
of Seth Rogen’s uncouth 
cadre in Knocked Up, and 
played a struggling stand- 
up comic in Funny People 
The 27-year-old says he’s 
deeply involved in the 
minutiae of Allen Gregory, 
which airs on Global in 
Canada. 

Everything from how a 
lamp looks to what colour 
someone’s tie should be, up 
to the jokes,” says Hill, who 
produces the comedy, “The 
Sitter,” where he plays an ir¬ 


responsible babysitter.
